Genealogy 


Deacon Roswell Moore was born in 1793, the son of Roswell and 
Loviana Phillips Moore. He married in 1823 to Lucy Allen and had 3 children: Ellen, Nelson Augustus, 
and Roswell. He built the house at 964 High Road. He bought and expanded the Winchell Mills. The 
family were members of the Kensington Congregational Church. Roswell died in 1857 and is buried in 
West Lane Cemetery. Lucy died in 1862 and is buried in West Lane Cemetery. They son Nelson 
Augustus Moore built Stonehouse next door in 1863. 


Roswell was born in 1832 the son of Roswell & Lucy Allen Moore. Baptized in the Kensington 
Congregational Church. "He was a manufacturer in Kensington. In early life he was in business with his 
father, under the firm name of R. Moore & Sons, who were the first to make and successfully introduce 
hydraulic cement as an article of commerce into the markets of the country".] Wired the Wooding 
Bothers building and equipped the factory with new and valuable machinery to manufacture suspender 
trimmings of a variety of patterns. He was a Postmaster. He served as Berlin Selectman in 1832 and 1838 
- 1839. He married Henrietta Norton in 1861 and they had 3 children: Henrietta (infant died young), 
Marjorie, and Roswell. In 1909 he died at age 75 years and is buried in West Lane Cemetery. His wife 
Henrietta died in 1914 and is buried in West Lane Cemetery. Their daughter Marjorie Moore left her 
estate as a charitable trust for Kensington. See 75 Peck Street for more info on Marjorie Moore.

This house has a three-bay facade with a left entry. The entry is fan- 
lit, with an old heavy paneled door. The semi-circular fanlight has 
cast-lead floral decorations; the entry is protected by a flat-roofed 
portico on fluted Doric columns. The portico has plain pilasters, a 
molded architrave, a plain frieze, and a molded cornice. Windows have 
plain board surrounds and are fitted with 6-over-6 sash; second floor 
windows are located immediately under the eaves. The molded cornice 
shows a full return, enclosing a tympanum with a semi-elliptical attic 
light with complex leaded glazing. To the left is a semi-detached 
stable/ barn ell. To the right is a one-story, flat-roofed bay window. 


DESCRIPTION (Continued) 


This house is significant as a very fine and well-preserved example of 
the Federal or Adam style, one of the best to be found in Berlin. The 
leading of the fanlight, suggestive of rosettes, is an especially 


bs notable feature, typical of the Federal-period aesthetic favoring 
z delicate, geometric forms. The fanlit entry and semi-elliptical attic 
2 light are characteristic Federal features, as is the gable-to-street 
Fe orientation. The pedimented peak and Doric-columned portico clearly 
a anticipate the Greek Revival style, which became common about 1830. 

An early or original occupant of this house was Roswell Moore. 
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
